CHICAGO—Plans for the mass ¢onven- 
tion to be held probably at Chteago in

of delegates in the Florentine room in 
the Congresg hotel. . 

Although announcement of the mem- 
bership of the committee had not been 
made Colonel Roosevelt went to work at 
once calling to his assistance..Governor 
Johnson of California, who wasyauthor- 
ized to name the committ¢e: "and who 
will be its chairman; James. R.;Garfield 
of Ohio, Judge Ben B. Lindsey of Colo- 
rado, C. T. Taylor, state treasurer of 
Tennessee; H. L. Anderson ‘of Florida, 
Richmond Pearson of North Carolina, 
Oscar Hundley: of Alabama, Governor 
Stubbs of Kansas, Judge Lowder of 
North Dakota, George L. Record of New 
Jersey, Charles E. Merriman of Illinois, 
Gifford Pinchot and others. 

In the call for the mass convention it 
is to be made plain, say members of the 
committee, that the movement is to 
be broadly. non-partizan. The doors are 
to be swung wide open and support in- 
vited from men like Messrs. La Follette, 
Bryan and Wilson. The nomination, the 
Roosevelt leaders say, is free to any 
candidate favored by the progressive 
sentiment of the nation. 

In- the presence, of about 500 
men the “progressive” party, which 
tentatively nominated Colonel Roosevelt 
for President at Orchestra hall Saturday 
night after the Republican national con- 
vention was dedicated on Sunday. 

Governor Johnson of California was 
empowered to appoint a committee of 
seven members to confer with Colonel 
Roosevelt and formulate a plan of action. 

“Here is the birth of a new party,” 
said Governor Johnson when this was 
done. 

In the opinion of the leaders the new 
party enters the field a formidable 
equipment. These leaders, however, said 
that as to the men who took a conspic- 
uous part in the campaign for Colonel 
Roosevelt’s nomination, each must speak 
for himself. : 

Sunday’s meeting was held in the 
headquarters of the national Roosevelt! 
committee under the direction of the. 
most prominent Roosevelt supporters | 
who had not left town. Seated at a 
table with Governor Johnson Were Mr. 
Garfield, Gifford Pinchot, Governor Stubbs 
of Kansas, Medill McCormick of Chi-; 
cago and. Senator Clapp of Minnesota. 

The bandanna handkerchief was 
‘adopted as the “Roosevelt battle flag.” 
Most of the delegates wore flaming ban- 
dannas tied around their arms and others 
were distributed by the hundreds to the 
crowd. The.bandanna, it was explained, 
stands for the plain people who ordinar- 
jly use them. 

Colonel Roosevelt gave his sanction to 
the “battle flag” by appearing Sunday 
night with one in his hand, which he 
waved to the crowd on the street. 

Some of Roosevelt’s advisers are op-

MAKES FAVORABLE SHOWING 


Earnings of Subsidiaries Have Had Steady Improvement 


According to Statement Made to New York Stock 
Exchange—Formed Year Ago 


The listing of securities of the Ameri- 
can Cities Co. on the New York Stock 
Exchange has directed fresl attention to 
affairs of that organization. It will be re- 
called that the company was formed 
about a year ago to take over a number 
of street railway, electric ligift and power 
companies operating in the South and 
Southwest, Nearly all the preferred and 
common stocks of these properties were 
acquired and are now under the super- 
vision df the holding company. The prop- 
erties acquired include the following: 
Birmingham Railway, Light & Power 
Company, Memphis Street Railway Com- 
pany, Little Rock Railway & Electric 
Company, Knoxville Railway & Light 
Company, Houston Lighting & Power 
Company and the New Orleans Railway 
& Light Company and affiliated proper- 
ties. , 

In connection with the‘listing of Amer- 
ican Cities preferred and common shares 
on the stock exchange, statements of 
earnings by each of the six companies 
mentioned above for the year ended Dec. 
31 last and the first quarter of the cur- 
rent year were given. All companies 
showed* a substantial surplus over 
charges both for the year and the three 
months, and it may be stated that each 
company is gaining ground daily in this 
respect, as compared with previous years. 

The following table shows the gross, 
net and surplus earnings of the six com- 
panies for the three months ended March

Of the total $3,500,000 preferred stock 
of the Birmingham Railway, Light & 
Power Company, the American Cities 
Company owns $2,750,700 and $749,300 is 
held by the public. Therefore, the bal- 
ance of net surplus for the three months 
ended March 31 last to which the hold- 
ing company is entitled is larger than 
the total indicated above. Total divi- 
dends paid on the preferred stock during 
the first three months of 1912 aggre- 
gated $52,500, a large praportion of 
which was paid to the American Cities 
Company. 

It will be noted from the foregoing 
that the combined companies during the 
first quarter of 1912 recorded surplus 
earnings of nearly Lalf a million dollars 
or at the rate of about $2,000,000 per 
annum. This is a satisfactory showing 
and indicates that the holding company 
is .pretty well intrenched as regards 
earning power, in that it enjoys valu- 
able equities in returns of the operating 
companies over and above the amount 
that is paid into its treasury in the 
form of dividends. 

For the 12 months ended Dec. 31 last 
the combined surplus earnings of the 
six properties totalled about $1,725,000. 
Gross returns were about $9,660,000 and 
net earnings some $3,800,000. Birming-

On March 31 last, the six companies 
controlled by the American Cities had 
total cash on hand amounting to about 
- $567,000 and a total profit and loss sur- 
plus of approximately $2,300,000. The 
New Orleans Railway & Light Com- 
pany held the bulk of this cash total, 
although the profit and loss surplus of 
the Birmingham property was con- 
sigerably greater than any of the other 
five companies, totaling over $600,000. 
The Memphis Street Railway Company 
bad a~profit and loss balance on the 
date mentioned ‘of about $400,000, and 
the Little ‘Rock and New Orleans prop- 
erties each had about the same total 
as shown by the Memphis company. 
Therefore, in addition to the holding

Light Company on its preferred stock, 
and a 1% per cent dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock of the Memphis street rail- 
way, together wit. a small amount of 
interest on bank balances, making total 
receipts $139,921. Had all the earnings 
to which the company is entitled been 
included in the foregoing, a very much 
more favorable exhibit would have been 
shown. It may be stated that the com- 
pany’s actual earnings for the first quar- 
ter of 1912 were sufficient to pay the 
preferred stock dividend and leave a sub- 
stantial balance of surplus available for 
the common stock. The statement of in- 
come submitted to the stock exchange 
was made up in accordance with require-

Playing an independent role, refusing to emphasize commercial 
ends, acting generously when occasion offered, refusing to take 
indemnity that was legally though not morally due, the United 
States had come to hold a unique place at Peking. It was worth 
retaming. 

China has vet to agree to the terms finally decided upon by the 
powers. If there is real unity of action by them, she probably will 
have to comply; but new China doubtless will be tempted to ply as 
iong as possible the trick of old China by which national greeds and 
animosities were played off one against the other, so blocking con- 
certed action. 


Just as the meeting between Sir Thomas Lipton and certain 
Americans in London sixteen years ago resulted in the race for the 
America’s cup in 1899, so yachting enthusiasts believe the recent din- 
her participated in by the same persons may result in another race 
for the coveted trophy.

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—| Jris one of the peculiarities of the times that 
the energies of constructionists are, every- 
where occupied not so much in extending 
their lines of operation as in defending those 
already in existence. The reason fof this is 
that in the campaign for progress that is 
being everywhere carried on many on the 
fighting line are imbued with the idea that 
in order to build up there must be a general 
tearing down. <A great mistake is made 
when these enthusiasts are unqualifiedly denounced for their extreme 
radicalism, and when those opposing them are  unqualifedly 
denounced for their extreme conservatism. The truth is, both 
torces are, in the main, striving for the same end; the one, however, 
would sweep away everything that seems to impede their onward 
march; the other would protect and conserve everything along the 
line of march that has proved to be serviceable in the past and gives 
reasonable promise of. being useful in the future. 

It is possible that the conservative element sometimes clings to 
things that should be allowed to go, but, generally speaking, they act 
as a safety check upon the more impetuous and headstrong. Among 
other things attacked and threatened with destruction recently 1s 
the system that has grown up in the department of state of the 
federal government at Washington for the conservation and exten- 
sion of the foreign trade of the republic. The House of Repre- 
sentatives a short time ago reduced the annual appropriation for the 
state department by $94,000 with the purpose of abolishing the 
bureau of trade relations. Should this reduction go into effect it 
will destroy the Latin-American, far eastern, near eastern and [uro- 
pean divisions—practically, it is believed, the entire organization of 
the state department by which American commercial interests have 
been for many vears extended and supported. 

The Chamber of Commerce of New York and other commer- 
cial bodies elsewhere are protesting vigorously against this retro- 
vressive move. It comes with a touch of irony at a time when the 
country is exhibiting unusual interest in the extension of its com- 
merce. It comes almost on the eve of a great international congress 
of Commercial bodies in Boston. It comes, too, at the very moment 
when strenuous efforts are being made to cultivate closer commer- 
cial relations with Latin America. Now, more than ever, the diplo- 
matic and consular service should be encouraged and stimulated in 
the work of trade extension, and not merely because it may bring 
to the United States a larger measure of material prosperity, but, 
rather, because it promotes international intercourse, creates new 
ties, forwards the cause of fraternity and peace. Here, at least, is 
a case in which an old system should rather be strengthened than 
destroyed. In fact, the strengthening process, meaning as it does 
in the vast majority of cases, the improving process, is far more 
desirable than the weakening and destructive, even admitting that 
some things have outlived their usefulness and should go for the 
general good. Let them be crowded out by better things rather 
than torn down.

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JOURNALISM is a chronicle of daily life that 
aims, when controlled by men of honor, to 
reflect life as it is, not as partizans or mén 
of prejudices would like to have it. The 
limitations of time for the gathering of 
news, sifting wheat from the chaff and pre- 
senting the best to the public are so definitely 
circumscribed that discrepancy between fact 
and record seems bound to occur occa- 
sionally, even in the most carefully edited 
journal. The case is different with the man who writes the history 
of a remote period, who has abundant time for research, who is 
under no pecuniary compulsion to market a product whereof the 
chief merit is timeliness plus interest, and who seldom dares avow 
partizanship lest he lose caste as a scholar. Yet it is freely said 
that much of the pedagogical literature that goes into the schools 
of the United States in the form of histories of Europe and Amer- 
ica 1S deliberately written with the intention of meeting racial, 
religious, and sectional prejudices, and reducing to a minimum frank 
comment on contentious matters. Some publishers, so it is said, 
aiming at a maximum market, or, mindful of the quarters from 
which boycotting criticism is most likely to come, are insisting that 
chapters shall be toned down that deal with great epoch-marking 
struggles in which liberty and authority have been rivals and liberty 
has won. Indeed, it is said that some text-books on American 
history vary according to the constituency purchasing them, some 
publishers being ‘‘all things to all men.” 

The difficulty of writing on contentious matters in a way to 
satisfy both sides and yet to do it in a way that will make the 
Inatter really clear to youth, must be apparent, and, like the news- 
paper editor, the publisher of school books has no easy task if he 
expects to meet the claim of being both sensible and honest in 
his task of making and circulating chronicles. An avowedly 
partizan, sectional, sectarian, or ‘“‘class’’ journal may be easy enough 
to make and to market. But a journal that is international in scope 
and clientele, that enlists representatives of many racial stocks, 
patfiots of many nations, disciples of various political leaders and 
recipients of all gradations of income among its readers, is quite 
another proposition. If it is to succeed it must be because of a 
sincere effort to be just, and -because a constituency that is broad 
in its tastes and motives rightly values the effort.

town-planning at London University. The 
City plan commends itself so unreservedly to all 


intelligent triends of urban development that 
it should not be difhcult to urge the cause or 
get the requisite funds. Conscious making 
Of new towns and re-making of older cen- 
| ters of population has progressed rapidly in 
Kngland within a comparatively brief period, and not the least sub- 
ject to the transtormation is London itself. It therefore would 
seem as 11 London University were a suitable place for the innova- 
tion. 

At Harvard University the staff of instruction in landscape 
architecture provides a “course on principles of city planning, illus- 
trated by a critical study of examples’; and students taking the 
course are likely to profit by the counsel of certain men whose advice 
already has counted for much in such town and city planning as has 
gone on in the United States. In this connection it should be noted 
how readily and fully all the resources of Harvard University have 
been. put at the service of the city of Cambridge in revising such 
changes as may seem best for the Harvard square region and terri- 
tory between it and the Stadium. In Wisconsin, the state, the State 
University and the capital city, Madison, have wisely entrusted 
re-planning of the urban district to a single adviser, a resident of 
the I.ast, however, and not otherwise connected with the university. 

These are cases indicating the awareness of two typical Amer- 
ican universities as to what the demands of the time with respect to 
urban planning are, at least in a tentative way. That some day, in 
the United States as in England, there will be an effort to give due 
prominence to the matter, and that the leading American universities 
will provide in this as in other respects for the coming democracy, is 
not at all doubtful. Endowment ot -a chair at Harvard, Columbia, 
or Chicago University would be a strategic move, meeting the needs 
of students that are likely to be drawn from the regions adjacent to 
these schools, for interest in urban planning 1s generally diffused 
throughout the United States and newer sections of Canada. One of 
the keenest attendants on the recent national city planning conference, 
held in Boston, came trom Alberta; and another represented the city 
of Seattle.

A RECENT report from the linen market that 
prices are strongly held, recalls to the reader 
that in the United States there 1s a very high 
tariff on linen and that one of the torms, or | ‘Indirect 
rather two, in which it manifests itself are 
the prices asked for men’s shirts and collars. 
The collar or shirt that 1s imported pays a 
duty of something like 50 per cent ad valorem 
on the linen, and the collar or shirt that 1s 
made in the United States, though in actual 
cash expended in its purchase it may not be expensive, is not inex- 
pensive because of the inferior quality of the goods that are used. 
The protective tariff is described as indirect taxation but tn its prac- 
tical working the taritf;in a case like the one we cite comes pretty near 
direct taxation. That the tax is not paid directly to a government 
official or that the government does not get it at all, in no way dimin- 
ishes the fact that the consumer pays it. It 1s solemn mockery to 
say that men are not forced to pay a tax on their body linen because 
no one forces them to wear it if they do not choose. At present there 
is a certain prejudice in favor of shirts and collars; neither are 
men forced to eat bread and butter; are there not many nuts and 
plenty of bananas? Men are ruled by opinion and will stick to 
linen for some time to come, but in the meantime must pay tribute in 
the United States to this refinement about “direct taxation.”’ 
“Indirect taxation’ does about as much good to the man of 
moderate means as the “per capita’ calculation of wealth does. If 
a brace of great financiers.and Smith were put on a desert island,

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en the “per capita” footing Smith could swagger as an amateur 
Croesus, but he could draw no checks against this Barmecidal bank 
account. So, when he is indirectly taxed he feels not much more 
than a theoretical pleasure at the thought that no stern servant of 
4 government has exacted his tribute. His pleasure, if any, must 
be extracted from the thought that what he pays coes to revive a 
languishing and infant industry as well as enabling philanthropists to 
devise high wage scales. No party has a monopoly of glittering 
generalities and nebulous phrases, but this fact has not vet been fully 
grasped by voters. When voters do grasp it and apply the multipli- 
cation table to their politics as well as to their business in the United 
States, they will understand that the indirect taxation of a protective 
tariff with the direct taxation of incomes will put them in the front 
rank of the heavily taxed. Pride is aroused by various causes and 
maybe some will be proud as some are now at paying nore tor a 
thing than they ought, but we confess that it is a pride at whose fall 
we are able to control our emotions.

THIs is a season when men use many words; 
perhaps we shall be franker and more 
accurate if we say that all of us use too 
many. It is a period in the United States of 
a great and intense excitement that, though 
it may superficially seem only excitement, is 
really the sign of the wholesome interest of 
the public in its own affairs. Names of 
renown are uttered freely; there is no harm 
in that, if it really makes interest in them, 
and among them is that of Abraham Lineoln. We venture 
to say that unless we greatly err, in most men’s minds the 
name of Lincoln more regularly calls up his picture than that of 
most of the great figures in history. Chatham’s eagle nose, 
Cromwell's heavy lineaments, Washington's serene dignity, Fox’s 
black brows and ill-tied neckcloth, all these to be sure come easily 
to us, but they are the engravings of history, not the photographs. 
Think of Abraham Lincoln and one sees the deep-set eyes, the 
patient set of the jawbone, the kindly mouth, but above all, one 
sees the silent eyes. What one sees is not taciturnity, it is not that 
absence of speech that is but garrulity denied, it is the meditative, 
hoping wisttulness of silence, the silence that fell upon a great man 
when he realized that the time had come when of himself he could 
do no more. It may please some to call this resignation, but it was 
the virile quality of a trust that did not arrogate much to itself. 
Lincoln did not make one of the dreadful company for whom 
life, as men call it, holds no perplexities. That great modesty 
acknowledged that it had left some things unaccomplished, but it 
smiled at the fact, it neither sighed nor shouted. It does not matter 
much that Lincoln told a good many stories; it would have been 
remarkable if the frontier lawyer and politician had not. But his 
tace was silent because the man pondered much. Men do not think 
with their throats; they must go down in their hearts and up to 
their heads for the quiet of cause and eftect and tor the resolution 
of compassion. Lincoln acted when he could but he could always 
think and he did. That silence men can imitate without any great 
hurt to the public or themselves and if they do, perhaps it will give 
them more time to ponder and resolve that the good ot the nation

whether rural or metropolitan, special or 
general, altruistic or trankly commercial in 
scope and aim. Hudson's book only brings 
the record down to 1872, and since then 
what vast changes! That an appeal is now 
sent forth for professional and public support of a plan to publish 
“An Historical Digest of the Provincial Press” would seem to indi- 
cate that data long available may at last be gathered, providing 
adequate response is made. Files of the colonial journals are widely 
scattered, and to gather, edit, and reproduce, often by the aid of 
photography, typical editorials, news items, comments on literature, 
theology and discovery, and advertisements of these scattered 
periodicals, will take time and funds. But a beginning will be made 
on the colonial newspapers of Massachusetts, and fronr the success 
of the venture in that feld promoters of the larger project can 
infer what the chances of the more elaborate plan will be. Volume 
I. of the projected series of twenty volumes covering Massachusetts 
already has been issued. 

Coincident with the movement of American universities toward 
adoption of journalism as a spécial field of graduate study, like unto 
law, divinity, engineering, and the like, should go acquisition of 
material for chronicling the history of journalism. One of the first 
necessities of the new Columbia University school of journalism 1s 
a technical library, such as few working journalists or newspapers 
Lave had time to accumulate, but which is indispensable to both 
faculty and students the moment they settle down to take themselves 
and their work seriously. The University of Wisconsin showed 
great sagacity when, years ago, it began to build up, for general 
university purposes, a library strong in its collections of periodicals 
dealing with all the many phases of American economic and social 
development. Eastern colleges, when some of them awaken to this 
need, are likely to have unpleasant surprises. Much data that nat- 
urally should have found its way to institutions east of the Hudson 
already has found its way west of it.
